This examina¬ 
tion and recommendation will be con¬ 
ducted by a committee of three, of 
which Professor Bjorlee is chairman. 

The other two members of the com¬ 
mittee will be nominated by Professor 
Bjorlee for appointment by the com¬ 
missioner. One member will be a 
resident of the liastem Shore and the 
other of Baltimore, it was said.
